- Conservation and angling 
organizations are battling a plan 
that would allow an oil firm to 
pump treated water from Otsego 
County into the headwaters of 
the AuSable River, 


Merit Energy, a Texas based _ 


oil firm, received a permit from 
the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
which would allow 1.15 million 
gallons of treated water to be 
pumped into Kolke Creek, a 
creek which feeds into the head- 
waters of the AuSable River. 

The plan, which would take 
about 10 years, is part of a pol- 
lution cleanup project in the 
Manistee River watershed. 

Department of Natural 
Resources fisheries officials 
have opposed the plan, saying it 
is not common practice to move 
water from one watershed to 
another, 

The Anglers of the AuSable 
and Trout Unlimited are also 
protesting issuing the permit, 
arguing that increased flows in 
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the river. cold result in erosion;. ...j..., 


impact fish habitat, plant. life 
and insect hatches.

other measures should be used to 
treat the contaminated oil plume 
on site, 

“There is no reason to move 
that water any other place than 
where it is,” Gates said. 

Gates added that the DEQ is 
making a mockery out of the $1 
million grant given to the City of 


Grayling to retrofit its storm 


sewers to keep pollutants out of 
the river by issuing the permit. 


“That just makes this a com- 
plete joke,” Gates said. 

Several citizens have protested 
the plan due to a lack of public 
hearings. 

Sen. Tony Stamas, R-Midland, 
and Otsego County 
Commissioners have requested 
the DEQ hold public hearings on 
the plan. 

Bruce Patrick, the environ- 
mental monitor for Crawford 
County, said he has requested 


more information on monitoring 
equipment and plans to ensure 
that treated water would be at 
non-detectable levels for pollu- 
tants, 

The plan requires approval 
from the DNR since a one-mile 


pipe line to pump the water 


would have to cross state land.

Trailhead being studied

A roadblock for a sidewalk 
extending to the Grayling City 
Hall may lead to more reere- 
ational opportunities for the 
community, 

The Grayling City Council 
had budgeted $5,000 to install a 
sidewalk which leads from the 
I-75 Business Loop to the city 
hall and Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department. 

But addressing = drainage 
issues on the south side of North 
Down River Road has made the 
project too cost prohibitive. The 
north side of North Down River 
Road is in Grayling Township, 
and the city is precluded from 
spending funds in areas not 
under the city’s jurisdiction. 

Now, city officials are work- 
ing with Crawford County Road 
Commission, Grayling 
Township and Crawford County 
Pathway officials on upgrading 
North Down River Road to 
allow pedestrian traffic to city 
hall. 

The city hall’s parking areas 
could be used as a_ trailhead 
where people could park their 
cars and get out on the trails on 
their bikes or in-line — skates. 
North Down River Road would 
be widened and paved so that 
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bike paths could be placed on 
both sides of the road. The 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department is also considering 


installing an emergency phone, ‘ 
which would contact central dis- 


patch, allowing it to be used by 
trail users and by people using 
the ice rink behind city hall. 

“It makes sense to pursue this 
because a lot of people already 
park their cars at city hall, 
unload their bikes and head out 
to the trails,” said Grayling City 
Manager Allen Lowe, 

‘Any plans for North Down 
River Road would have to be 
submitted to the Crawford 
County Road Commission. 

Crawford County has received 
$2 million in grants from the

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ONE OF THE burning issues of our 
times — and with no pun intended — 
seems to be whether anyone should be 
able to burn an American flag without 
being punished for it. 

Exceptions exist, of course, for the 
proper destruction of the flag, and 
according to most flag codes, the only 
proper way to destroy a flag is by burn- 
ing it, but under certain carefully struc- 
tured circumstances. 

The issue is to protect the American 


flag from being bumed or mishandled as’ 


a form of political or social protest. 

The idea has been around for a long 
time. In 1989, the supreme court by a 5- 
4 vote decided flag burning as political 
protest is protected by the First 


Amendment as an expression of free 
speech and therefore permissible. 

Since then attempts have been contin- 
uous to amend the constitution to over- 
turn that ruling and protect the flag from

cussion and votes on these attempts usu- 
ally seem to focus around this time of 
the calendar when Flag Day, or 
Independence Day are fresh in the pub- 
lic mind. Votes during election year are 
not uncommon, either. 

So far constitutional amendments to 
outlaw flag desecration have not won 
full congressional approval, but this year 
may be different. 

* * * 

WITH EJGHT VOTES to spare, the 
U.S. House of Representatives last 
month approved an amendment which 
would hand to congress the right to out- 
law desecration of the flag, including 
burning a flag in protest. Vote was 286- 
130, with two-thirds of those present 
needed for approval. 

The amendment would not itself out- 
law flag burning but would give con- 
gress the right to decide what can and 


Presumably the consideration that flag 
burning is a legal expression of free 
speech would be a thing of the past. 

Now the proposed constitutional 
amendment is in the hands of the senate, 
and with today’s senate being what it is, 
a two-thirds vote there is possible 
indeed, 

If the senate ever votes yes, then the 
real fun will begin. Before an amend- 


- ment can be added to the constitution, it 


must be approved by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states, so the argu- 
ments for and against freedora or expres- 
sion versus sanctity for the flag can go 
on state by state for many years. 
Unfortunately the whole question of 
flag burning has advanced beyond the 
stage of patriotism versus individual 
rights. It’s become highly partisan, too. 
Reasonable and rational discussion of 
the issue is difficult to achieve. 
Generally Democrats favor protecting 


burning as a political or social protest, 
while Republicans favor protecting any 
flag as emblematic of all that makes 
America great, especially military sacri- 


fices to protect our way of life. 
* ok Ok 


THE HOUSE VOTE is indicative of 


the partisan divide. Among Michigan’s 
15 house members, only five split ranks. 
Of nine Republicans, all voted yes 
except Reps. Joe Schwarz of Battle 


-Creek, Vern Ehlers of Grand Rapids and 


Peter Hoekstra of Holland. Of six 
Democrats, all voted no except Reps. 
Dale Kildee of Flint and Bart Stupak of 
Menominee. 

Regular readers of the Almanack pos- 
sibly are aware that over the years I have 
written several essays in opposition to 
this or similar constitutional amend- 
ments. My views have not changed. 

I still come down firmly in favor of 
protecting the freedom of speech rights 


protecting the actual cloth that is 
destroyed when a flag burns. 


Whether the senate will ever vote on 
the amendment, or even call it up for 


consideration, remains to be determined. 


If so, then the focus naturally will turn 


to the state by state struggle for ratifica- 
tion, which will be an enduring and con- 
tentious process. 


It could all turn out to be a moot point 
anyway. With the supreme court being 
what it is — and possibly what it could 


become with a couple of new appoint- 
ments of new justices — the whole ques- 
tion could wind up back in court, and the 
5-4 pro-burning vote could turn right 
around again.

Keeping the Tax Dodger’s Hand 
Out of the Taxpayer’s Wallet 


Every year in America, more 
than $300 billion in taxes owed 
by businesses, organizations, 
and individuals go unpaid. 
This “tax gap” between what is 
owed and what is paid must be 
made up by honest taxpayers, 
and by borrowing money from 
foreign countries. Simply col- 
lecting what is owed, without 
raising a single tax, would 
wipe out nearly three-quarters 
of the federal budget deficit, 
projected at $427 billion this 
year. As a matter of basic fair- 
ness to honest Americans, we 
need to close the gap. 

For more than a year, the 
Senate’s Permanent 
Subcommittee on 
Investigations, on which I am 
the senior Democrat, has been 
focusing on efforts to collect 
unpaid taxes from businesses 
that receive federal contracts. 
In essence, these government 
contractors take taxpayer dol- 
lars and then fail to pay their 
own tax obligations. Dodging 
taxes Is never acceptable, but 
doing it while at the same time 
taking advantage of govern- 
ment contracts paid for by 
hardworking taxpayers is par- 


ticularly galling.

Accountability Office (GAO),

Congress’ watchdog, has heen 
investigating this issue. GA\ 
found, tens of thousand of cap. 
tractors owing billions of dol- 
lars in unpaid taxes, including 
27,000 contractors at the 
Defense Department alone that 
owe a total of $3 billion. To 
better understand the problem, 
GAO took a closer look at 97 
DOD and civilian contractors 
and found egregious examples 
of companies dodging taxes 
for years, The abuses included 
executives withholding money 
from employee wages for 
Social Security and Medicare 
taxes and then spending the 
money on luxuries for them- 
selves such as expensive 
homes, cars, or vacations. 

Despite those abuses, the 
contractors kept getting con- 
tracts and the taxpayer dollars 
that went along with those con- 
tracts. For example, last year, 
one contractor owing $1 mil- 
lion in unpaid taxes was paid 
$1.5 million by — the 
Department of Homeland 
Security and other federal 
agencies. Another contractor 
owing $900,000 had a 20-year 
history of opening a business, 
failing to remit payroll taxes to 
IRS, closing the business, and 
then repeating the cycle,

This tax dodging is not only 


unfair to the honest taxpayers 
left to make up the difference, 
but also to the honest compa- 
nies that have to compete 
against the tax dodgers that 
aren’t paying their fair share. 
It’s simply mind boggling that 
it is allowed to continue. 

One solution is to stop 
allowing all those taxpayer 
dollars to be paid to deadbeat 
contractors. Instead, a portion 
of each contract payment 
should be withheld and used to 
pay down the contractor’s tax 
debt. Congress set up a’system 
to do just that in 1997, when 
the Taxpayer Relief Act creat- 
ed a federal tax levy program 
authorizing federal agencies to 
withhold 15 percent of any 
federal payment going to a per- 
son with unpaid taxes. Last 
year, that percentage was hiked 
to 100. For a variety of rea- 
sons, however, the tax levy 
program has collected peanuts 
— $21 million from all federal 
contractors Jast year — when it 
should be collecting billions. 


We can do better. Earlier 
this year, I worked with 
Republican Senator Norm 


Coleman to introduce legisla- 
tion to fix one of the critical 
problems in the tax levy pro- 


gram. Our bill would require 
every contractor to provide its 
taxpayer identification number 
when bidding on a government 
contract so that the govern- 
ment can identify those busi- 
nesses that owe taxes and with- 
hold a portion of their contract 
payments. We are also work- 
ing to require contractors who 
get paid by credit card to be 
included in the tax levy pro- 
grat; right now $10 billion in 
credit card payments never get 
screened for tax cheats. 
Senator Coleman and I will 
soon offer a more comprehen- 
sive bill to fix a host of other 
problems that allow tax cheat- 
ing by federal contractors to 
persist, including a provision 
to bar tax cheats from getting 
government contracts to begin 
with, 

Most federal contractors 
provide our country with valu- 
able goods or services, and do 
so while paying their taxes. 
The contractors who take pay- 
ment in taxpayer dollars, while 
dodging payment of their fair 
share, hurt the honest taxpay- 
ers, honest businesses, and our 
country as a whole.

“West Nile virus and 
encephalitis ‘viruses come in 
many forms, but have two 
things in common - a. non- 
human primary host and an 
infected blood- -feeding arthro- 
pod, such as a mosquito or tick, 
according to Dr. Fabio Del 
Piero, DMV, assistant professor 
of pathology at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Del Piero says there are 
five main arboviral agents of 
encephalitis in the United States 
that are transmitted by mosqui- 
toes: West Nile virus (WNV), 
eastern equine encephalitis 
(EEE), western equine 
encephalitis (WEE), St. Louis 
encephalitis (SLE), and La 
Cross¢ encephalitis (LAC). 
Another virus, Powassan, is a 
minor cause of encephalitis in 
the northern United States, and 
is transmitted by ticks. Most 
encephalitis cases occur from 
June through September, when 
these pests are most active. 

A majority of human infec- 
tions are asymptomatic or result 
in flu-like symptoms. In very 
few cases infection may lead to 
encephalitis, which can be fatal 
or lead to permanent neurologi- 
cal damage.

West Nile: virus (WNY) is.a

humans, birds, mosquitoes, 
horses and other mammals. 
WNV first appeared in the 
United States in 1999, causing 
illness and death in birds, hors- 
es, and humans, Dr. Del Piero, 
also a Diplomate of the 
American College of Veterinary 
Pathology and a noted expert in 
WNY, points out that while the 
initial outbreak of this disease 
was limited to the northeastern 
United States, the virus had an 
inexorable migration across the 
continental United States over 
the next several years, causing 
significant losses among affect- 
ed species. 

Horses have been most affect- 
ed by the recent WNV epidemic 
in the United States. Losses to 
the equine industry have been 
large and unprecedented. An 


equine vaccine for WNV has: 


been available since 2001 and 
appears to be effective in limit- 
ing the incidence of disease in 
well-vaccinated populations. A 
second approved vaccine has 
recently been marketed for use 
in horses. No WNV vaccine is 
available for humans. 


Michigan’s 5,100 retail gasoline 
outlets meets quality and quanti- 
ty standards. 

The new risk-based motor 
fuels inspection program builds 
on the success of last years May 
first to Labor Day project, where 
state inspectors conducted an 
audit of nearly 1,000 stations 
across the state.

Symptoms in people can vary 
from mild to _ severe. 
Approximately 80 percent of 
people who are infected with 
WNYV will not show symptoms. 
Symptoms can last for as short 
as a few days to several weeks. 
Severe symptoms may include 
high fever, headache, neck stiff- 
ness, stupor, disorientation, 
coma, tremors, convulsions, 
muscle weakness, vision loss, 
numbness and paralysis. 
Neurological effects can be per- 
manent. 

People typically develop 
symptoms between three and 14 
days after they are bitten by an 
infected mosquito. In horses, as

Prevention Is the best policy 
You can prevent WNV and 
encephalitis in two ways: per- 
sonal protection and through 
public health measures that 
reduce mosquito populations.

pants and long-sleeved shirts, 
and applying insect repellents 
containing DEET (N, N-diethy]- 
meta-toluamide) to exposed 
skin. Good window and door 
screens also help keep. mosqui- 
toes obit. 

Eliminating mosquito breed- 
ing sites is also important. 
Empty standing water from 
flower pots, buckets and barrels. 
Change the water in pet dishes. 
Replace water in bird baths 
weekly. Drill holes in tire 
swings so water drains out. 
Keep children's wading pools 
empty and on their sides when 
not use. 

Many public health depart- 
ments spray insecticides to kill 
adult mosquitoes and larvae. 
Aerial spraying is the preferred 
method in emergency situations.

‘Career camp’ at Kirtland teaches students skills 


More than 40 area middle and 
high school students got a whirl- 
wind education on a variety of 
career-related subjects recently, 
during the two-week Vocational 
Education Summer Exploration 
Program (VESEP) at Kirtland 
Community College. 

Sponsored annually by the 
Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon (COOR) 
Intermediate School District, the 


program is offered to at-risk stu- — 


dents within the four-county dis- 
trict, offering them the opportu- 
nity to learn everything from 
welding to how to put together a 
winning resume, . 

“The kids have a great time 
and many of them have come up 
to me saying they want to do this 
again next year,’ said Tammy 
Gerdes, COOR’s Workforce 
Investment Act coordinator and 
director of the VESEP program. 

“Even though budget con- 
straints shrank the normally four- 
week program to an action- 
packed two wecks,” Gerdes said, 
“the kids had fun and, as always, 
learned many skills.” 

The program could be termed a 
“carcer camp,” and exposes stu- 
dents to many potential career 
paths, including social work, nat- 
ural resources, automotive tech- 
nology, public safety and child 
development. Most of the 
instructors are from Kirtland, but 
several are provided by area 
schoo} districts.

Employability Skills class for the 
program for 11 years out of the 
15 or so that the program has 
been offered. His is one of the 
classes that all VESEP partici- 
pants eventually take. 

“They learn how to fill out a 
job application, how to put 
together a resume — making sure 


it has no spelling or grammar 
mistakes in it — and they learn 
interview skills,” Perialis said. 
“Skills they’Il need to get a job.” 

Most of the students are 
between 14 and 16 years old, so 
these are skills they’ll soon put to 
use. 

Tanya Wolcott is the technolo- 
gy support person for Crawford- 
AuSable Schools and she teaches 
the “Build It, Keep It” class from 
which the students leave with a 
complete computer, supplied by 
the program, after learning its 
innermost secrets. 

“They learn how to boot it up 
and download their own soft- 
ware,” Wolcott said. 

“They learn how to trou- 
bleshoot problems, then they 
completely take the computer 
apart, right down to the mother- 


board, and put it back together, 
learning what every piece does in 
the process. This way, if they 
have problems with the computer 
at home, they’ll have a chance at 
knowing how to fix it. We’re 
teaching them technology skills.” 

In the Visual Imaging course, 
Kirtland graphic design instruc- 
tor Kathy Neff helped students 
put together a documentary of 
their camp experiences. The doc- 
umentary and other class accom- 
plishments were highlighted dur- 
ing the graduation and closing 
ceremonies hosted at Higgins 
Lake’s Camp Westminster on the 
last day of the camp, July 1. 

“It was a cozy atmosphere this 
year,” Gerdes said, noting that 
enrollment has been as high as 70 
students in the past. “Everybody 
did a bang-up job.”

“Once the weather gets 
warmer, many people leave their 

_ dogs in the yard unattended. 
With the growing popularity of 
‘invisible’ underground fencing, 
the number of unrestrained pets 
is growing, and our meter readers 
can’t always tell if there’s a dog 
in the yard,’ said Robert 
Sitkauskas, DTE Energy director 
of customer service. “As a result, 
more of our employees are being 
injured by dog bites.” 

If a meter reader feels threat- 
ened by an unrestrained dog or 
other hazard, they may not enter 


the yard. As a result, the meter 
may not be read and an estimate 
will be used to calculate the cus- 
tomer’s bill.

‘Hartwick Pines ‘State Park, 


located two miles east of I-75 on 


M-93, is one of the largest state. 


parks in the entire state, of 
Michigan. On July 16-17, the 
park will host Woodshaving 
Days, an annual event that fea- 
tures woodcarvers and other 
woodworking crafts, black- 
smiths, coopering, timber fram- 
ing, blacksmithing, rope-making, 
wool spinning, weaving, tradi- 
tional 19th century music from a 
dulcimer band, and the operating 
of the park’s historic sawmill. 

The state park is home to one 
of the few remaining tracts of old 
growth pines in the midwest. It 
also houses the Michigan Forest 
Visitor Center, which is the offi- 
cial state interpretative center of 
the Michigan Forest Industry, a 
logging museum, and hiking 
trails featuring interpretative 
hikes. 

The Visitor Center features an 
1,;800-square foot, hands-on 
exhibit area and a 105-seat, nine 
projector theater. 

One of the big draws for the 
park is the forest of old growth 
pines. The old growth forest 
tract used to total 85 acres, but 
storm damage and age have 
reduced that amount to about 50 
acres. Even with the reduction in 
acreage, the old growth forest 
tract is still one of the largest in 
this region of the country. 

As many as 250,000 visitors 
waik through the pines each year 
on foot trails to view the trees.

Aaron Gemmill has been cho- 
sen to represent Kirtland — where 
he recently earned his automotive 
certificate - at the race which is 
run at the New Hampshire 
International Speedway 
Loudon. 

His visit will be the pilot for 
what is hoped will become a 
nationwide program, being spon- 
sored by Speedway Hlustrated 
magazine to recognize top auto- 
motive technology students. The 
program — Automotive Students 
For Success ~ will emphasize the 
ever-increasing need for certified 
mechanics in a field that becomes 
more technical every day. 

“The goal of Automotive 
Students For Success is to help 
future mechanics realize how 
valuable an education is in get- 
ting a job, not only in NASCAR 
garages, but also at your local car 
dealer,” said Dick Berggren, 
executive editor of Speedway 
Illustrated, a national magazine 
covering stock car racing. “We 
hope the program will also 
enlighten the general public on 
where these men and women 
who work on cars come from. 
Many of them are educated and 
trained in community college 
automotive technology  pro- 
grams.” The program was devel- 
oped jointly by Kirtland’s mar- 
keting staff and Speedway 
[lustrated. 

Gemmill will be hosted at the 
race by Berggren, as well as

‘the event. Gemmill will hang out 


with the magazine staff and get 
an inside look at how automotive 
technicians play a vital role in 
stock car racing. 

Gemmill said he has been to 
several NASCAR races over the 
years, but this time will be very 
different. 

Just four years ago, he was 
working in his stepfather’s weld- 
ing and fabricating shop to help 
support his wife and then-2-year- 
old daughter. He worked on cars 
in the off hours and watched 
NASCAR on the weekends. 

Today, however, it’s an entirely 
different story. Today, with his 


hometown of Lupton — a job he 
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trained the last four years to get. 
His success story is what made 
him an easy choice for Speedway 
Illustrated’s inaugural program. 

“I’m pretty excited,” Gemmill 
said about the upcoming race. “I 
think I’m going to learn a lot.” 

That desire to leam is what 
headed Gemmill down the path 
to his current career in the first 
place and it’s something he looks 
forward to continuing. 

“tm hoping to continue on and 
earn my associate’s degree,” he 
said,

runs in his family — his parents 
are both elementary school

“I’m not sure where my 
mechanical interests came from 
though,” Gemmill said with his 
bright smile. “My dad won’t even 
change oil.” 

What started it all was the need 
to know how to fix one of his 
Own cars. 

“| had this §-10 that had trans- 
mission problems, so [ took thé 
transmission course out at 
Kirtland,” Gemmill said, That 
was in the fall of 2001. 

“And I also had an old Jeep 
that | wanted to change the gears 
and axle on, so I took another 
class.” 

His work impressed his 
instructors, Bob Shingledecker 
and Richard “Smoke” Bonk. 

“J was taking the classes as 
more of a hobby,” Gemmill 
admitted. “But Bob and Smoke 
kept bugging me to take more.” 

Pretty soon it dawned on him 
that if he did keep taking classes, 
he could move out of his stepfa- 
ther’s shop and turn his hobby of 
working on cars into a career, 

“Its funny, I knew I didn’t 
want to keep doing what I was 
doing, but it didn’t really sink in 
right away that this was some- 
thing I could make a living at.” 

However, with that knowledge 
came the commitment he needed 
to make it happen. He stopped 
working for his stepfather and 
got a job at his alma mater, 
Ogemaw Heights High School, 
as a custodian and worked sec- 
ond and third shifts as he needed 
to in order to schedule around his 
Classes, 

This spring, the 27-year-old 
Gemmill graduated from 
Kirtland with high honors, earn- 
ing his certificate in automotive 
technology, master certification. 
He also passed the Michigan 
state board exams to become cer- 
tified in all eight major automo- 
tive areas — engine diagnostics 
and repair, automatic transmis- 
ston and transaxle, manual drive 
train, suspension and steering, 
brakes, electrical and electronic 
systems, heat and air condition- 
ing, and engine performance, 

On top of that, he gained his 
Automotive Service Excellence — 
ASE - certification, which is the 
key to just about any automotive 


shop in the country. He had sev- 
eral job offers by the time he 
completed the Kirtland program. 

But with a growing family, that 
includes daughter Lyndsay, now 
6, and son Bret, 3, Gemmill and 
his wife, Laura, chose to stick 
close to home. He’s teamed up 
with another former Kirtland 
automotive student, Mark Allen 
Reilly, who, after 15 years of fac- 
tory work in West Branch, found 
himself without a job when that 
factory closed in 2002. 

In May, Reilly opened Allen’s 
Auto & Recreational Care next to 
his home north of Rose City, 
with Gemmill as his right- hand 
man. : 

* Reilly’ said he grew’ ‘up'tepa ft" 
ing small engines, but began tak-* 
ing automotive classes at 
Kirtland in the mid 1980s to 
build his skills level. He contin- 
ued to take classes when he 
could, particularly after the facto- 
ry closed, and that’s where he 
first met Gemmill. 

“T figured this was a good fit 
all the way around,” said Reilly 
about opening the shop and hir- 
ing Gemmill. The steady flow of 
business through his doors would 
seem to prove him right. 

He was lucky in one respect, 
however. If the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics (BLS) as its facts 
right, Gemmill could have found 
a good-paying job just about any- 
where in the country. 

In fact, the BLS listed the cate- 
gory of automotive service tech- 
nicians second only to registered 
nurses on its list of occupations 
with the largest’ number of job 
openings nationwide — there 
were 31,890 in 2002. 

According to the BLS, a steady 
stream of job openings in this 
field and steady work will be the 
norm for several years to come, 
especially for those who have 
completed a training program. 
And given America’s love affair 
with cars, this isn’t expected to 
change anytime soon. 

What is changing is the techni- 
cal nature of the field. More and 
more employers — and car owners 
— will want to see their auto tech- 
nician’s diploma before they turn 
over the keys. 

The same is true on the race 
track, The staff of Speedway 
Illustrated magazine believes that 
“The race crews of tomorrow are 
in school today,” which is why 
they’re launching the Automotive 
Students For Success program - 
to make sure thos classrooms 
are full. 

The New England 300 will be 
televised on the TNT network, 
beginning at 1:30 p.m. Sunday, 
July 17. You'll know Gemmill by 
the big smile on his face.
